RELIGIOUS LIBERTY

WASHINGTON, 
Sept. 
22.—Ad­ 
dressing what is believed to have 
been the largest audience ever as­ 
sembled for a presidential Npeech, 
President Coolidge 
yesterday 
told 
members of the Holy Name Societies 
in convention here that the consti­ 
tution’s guarantee of civil, political 
and religious liberty was the essence 
of freedom and toleration." 
This liberty was guaranteed, “ful­ 
ly, completely and adequately," the 
president said, stressing also provis­ 
ions of the American governmental 
system for protection of the rights, 
both personal and property, of the 
individual. Declaring “socialism and 
communism 
cannot 
be 
reconciled 
with the principles which our insti­ 
tutions 
represent,” 
Mr. 
Coolidge 
lauded the society as one represent* 
1 ing the principle which is the main 
support of our American ideals.
